Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 12th inst. stating that you had received the first invoice 
of a delivery of five million dollars in gold bullion from the Assay Office at New York, and that 
the Superintendent has asked payment in Double-Eagles and requesting that in view of the orders 
of this Office to confine your gold coinage to Eagles and Half Eagles, the amount of the invoice 
referred to be transferred from the bullion fund of the Assay Office to that of your Mint and thus 
obviate the necessity of returning the coin value to the Assay Office. 


In reply I have to say that upon inquiry of the Treasurer U.S. I am informed that the 
Assistant Treasurer at New York has on hand $79540000 in Double Eagles hence no necessity 
exists for a return of the coin value of the bullion in Double Eagles. You will therefore receive 
the bullion and coin for return to the Assay Office into such denominations as you may be 
instructed from time to time by this Office.
